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Attachment to Advisory Action 

1. Applicant's amendment after final filed 9 May 2008 will be 
entered for purposes of appeal. The claims will remain rejected 
by the rejections given in sections 2, 4, and 6 of the detailed 
portion of the final office action mailed 19 November 2007. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 9 May 2008 have been considered 
but have not been found persuasive. In regard to the 112 
written description requirement rejection, applicant argues that 
the specification clearly shows no means to tension the film 
after joining to the frame and that therefore a negative 
limitation of no means to tension the film after joining can be 
claimed. The examiner is of the position that there being no 
limitation of a means to tension after mounting being explicitly 
described in the specification, there is no basis to exclude 
such a means. Ex parte Grasselli, 231 USPQ 393 (Bd.App. 1983) 
aff'd mem., 738 F.2d 453 (Fed.Cir. 1984). 

The examiner is also of the position that one of ordinary 
skill in the art looking at the specification as a whole would 
not say that it inherently suggested the exclusion of all 
possible post mounting tensioning means. Figure 4 shows film 
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that extends beyond the means to secure the film the frame. The 
specification at page 12, lines 26-29 states that this excess 
material may be removed. The process of removing such material 
might involve applying tension to it after mounting. Though it 
cannot be said that the instant inventors clearly had possession 
of the concept of post mounting tensioning at the time of the 
instant invention, neither can it be said that the instant 
specification as filed would lead one of ordinary skill in the 
art to not use post mounting tensioning of the film. Ex parte 
Parks, 30 USPQ2d 1234, 1236 (Bd. Pat. App . & Inter. 1993). 

Even if the exclusion of the post mounting tensioning means 
limitation is found to be supported in the original 
specification, the examiner is of the position that the frame of 
Barringer et al . meets the instant claim language. The frame of 
Barringer et al . must be used with an apparatus to deflect part 
the film mounting means while joining the film in order to 
tension the film after mounting. The frame alone does not 
deflect and thus has no means to tension the film after mounting 
when used by itself. The disclosure of the frame itself with 
the associated adhesive means for attaching the film thus meets 
the instant claim limitations.
